AMERICAN IRON DUTIES AND MANUFACTURE. 
Srr,—Confirmatory of the paragraph sent you last week, fromthe Wew York Journal

fornia gold. The increase of the price of iron is no temporary matter. There are 
rmaneént causes for its rise, both on this and the other side of the Atlantic. The 
lemand for rai lroad iron will be on the increase in this country for tocome. The 
tables are now turned on the iron men. It is seriously Po ger exempt 
iron from duty entirely, either for the limited term of five a or permanently. 
The railroad interests, both of the new and the old hry: ay be greatly promoted 
by this measure, and the internal trade and production of this country greatly encou- 
jh ae it. If it be not carried by the present it will be by the next one, 
if it shall be found that the amount of duty can be sp’ from the revenue.”

WHEAL FANNY. 

Srr,—In your valuable Journal of the 3d Nov. there is amongst the mining reports 
one from Wheal Fanny, in which it is said ‘‘ Our engine is working very well ;” butin 
areport from the same mine for last week (Nov. 6) it read—‘ Our water-wheel is 
working excellently, and I am happy to inferm you that the engine is working a little 
better, in consequence of the joints having been made tight, and the consumption of 
coals will be much less I hope in future.” 

Now, Sir, I cannot help thinking that there is something ‘‘ rather queer” either 
about this Wheal Fanny engine, or in the reporter of its doings. Taking a proper 
review of these two reports, I cannot but come to the conclusion that there is a dis- 
crepancy between the reports and the real state of things at the time they were 
written—something paradoxical in the performance of the engine itself, or that some 
accident has intervened between the time of the two reports, by which the joints have 
been broken. By reference to the second report, we find that the engine working 
alittle better was in consequence of the joints having been made tight, which in- 
ductively proves that tight joints were necessary to her proper performance, and that 
those joints were tight at the date of the first report, as the engine was then working 
—_ well ; there is a discrepaney here. Secondly, that if the engine did work very 
well before her joints were tight, proves that tight joints are not essential to the 
proper performance and economy of the condensing pumping steam-engine, in which 
the formation of a vacuum is of the greatest importance—of so great, indeed, that 
from the days of Savery to the present a good share of first-rate engineering intellect 
has been constantly at work to discover improvement in ‘the way to produce it; and 
the very first object to claim the attention of an inspecting engineer would be the 
joints between the eduction valve and the condenser, he knowing that a perfect va- 
cuity in that vessel is absolutely necessary to the proper performance of the other 
portions of the engine, of which it forms a part, and to economy in the consumption 
of fuel. There is something paradoxical in this form of putting the meaning or ob- 
ject of the reporter. But it may be that I have not taken the most obvious view of 
the sense of the report: it may be that both reports were correct at the time they 
were written—that is, that the engine had been working very well up to a certain 
time, between the 3d Oct. and the 6th Nov., when an accident of some kind might have 
happened, and that accident may have caused the breaking of the joints of the cy- 
linder or eduction pipes ; and that the agent on the mine, being desirous to keep the 
engine at work, for the purpose of keeping the water out of the mine, and the men in 
attendance had, perhaps, to repair the joints as best they could during such intervals 
as they could spare from their ordinary work; and that when the report of the 6th 
Nov. was written these joints were again in tolerable order, and the machine in con- 
sequence thereof working a little better. I have here taken all the views of the case 
Which I think it will admit of, and would beg the writer of these two reports to say 
which of them is the proper one; for fecling, as I do, an interest in the performance 
of that engine, and in the truth or otherwise of the reports made on her from time to 
time, I consider I have a right to call for an explanation of the matter contained in 
the ore in question, and, in doing so, I believe I have done no more than that which 
should be tted to be due from one honest man to another—fair play.

I would ask who these gentlemen are? Do they understand anything about lead min- 
ing, smelting, and refining? or do they understand good mercantile management? 
Can it be possible that they can be so ignorant of the state of the lead trade as to allow 
of an accumulation of 900 tons of pig-lead, and 400 tons of ore, upon the mine, and 
yet have a debt due to the bankers of the concern, besides a balance to some commis- 
sion house, which appeared to have charged almost usurious interest? It is to be 
hoped that the management at the mine is in better hands, or we shall fare badly in- 
deed. There is, however, some comfort for “‘ Nunez” with respect to the value of 
his shares, as they have improved 25 per cent. in price, upon the bare rumour that 
an old firm in the City, largely connected with mining in Spain, as well as other coun- 
tries, have directed their attention, and that of their friends, to our mismanaged pro- 
perty. My broker informed me yesterday that he believed these parties had bought 
a large number of shares, and that he had heard that a member of the firm I allude 
to was going to Spain early next year to inspect the mine, and to ascertain the cause 
of the delay in the forwarding of our produce. It such be the case, it is to be hoped 
that the whole body of shareholders may be made acquainted with the result of that 
gentleman’s inquiries and recommendations; and “‘ Nunez” would do wisely to urge 
upon his brother shareholders at Ilfracombe that they should request him to make 
his report generally known.—A SuarenoLpEer: London, Dec. 1. 


THE BLACK FOREST OF GERMANY.—No. V. 


Srr,—In my last I gave a hasty review of what the Black Forest is capable of pro- 
ducing in the way of copper: I have got into that subject pretty well for a beginner, 
and have now turned my attention to lead. I shall continue Dr. Walchner’s analyses. 
He says that lead ore is frequently found to contain 85°13 lead, 13°02 sulphur, and 
0°50 iron. These proportions are found to exist in many mines that are now being 
worked—to wit, Wiesloch, House-Baden, in the|Miinsterthal, the Bernhard, Stephania, 
and Ludurg, in the Wiesenthal. In the mine Teufelsgrund (Devil’s-bottom) analyses 
of the orerun 48°06 lead, 7°88 ee Se 2°25 iron,12-25 sulphur, 7 marchasite, 
0°25pebb. In other parts of the Black Forest the following proportions are found— 
viz., 54lead, 3°22 tellurium, 9gold, 0-5silver, 1‘3copper, 3sulphur. InSchénau, in the 
Wiesenthal, there are very remarkable veins, containing 82 oxyde of lead. Lead- 
vitrol has also been found in considerable quantity in the mine Herrensegen, and at 
Neuwerger ; for the last [can speak from my own knowledge. Phosphoric lead is 
found in great abundance in the neighbourhood of Freibourg, and in the range of the 
south of the Black Forest, of the following proportions—viz., 82°287 oxide of lead, 
15°727 phos., 2 salt. I was informed at Carlsruhe, that alittle time since a Munheim 
banker purchased from the Baden Government some silver-lead mines near Weis- 
loch. These mines been deserted for two centuries at the least, and were con- 
sidered to be exhausted. Mr. Wells, an English engineer, on bis first visit to the 
mines, found the galleries, as it were, hermetically sealed by large blocks of stone; they 
were opened, and enormous masses of calamine were found, partly detached and partly 
adhering to the rock; the value of the calamine was estimated at 25,000/. These 
mines of calamine appeared toextend as far as the{town of Rehberg. It is evident that 
the mines were worked for silver only, the value of calamine not being then known 
in the composition of brass. The finest zinc ores of Europe are said to be found in 
this neighbourhoed, and immense quantities are raised. The ore produces a metal of 
an expansive nature, and of the finest ° 

Solid lead is found in the vicinity of Lahr, and Dr. Walchner enumerates many in- 
stances of veins of solid lead having been found in the Black Forest. Beaudant, the 
eminent French mineralogist, in his Zraité Elementaire de Mineralogie, and Dr. 
Hartmann, another German authority, corroborates the statements of my learned 
friend, Dr. Walchner. From all this, you will perceive that the reputed riches of the 
Black Forest are far from chimerical, as you have been led by some designing persons 
to believe. I have read and conversed a good deal upon the subject since I first 
wrote you thereon, and my firm conviction is, that if English skill and capital can be 
persuaded into this country, very large profits would be the result. At present, not 
any mines that I have seen, as far as the operations are carried on, are to be called 
mines, Rabbits are as much of miners almost as the Germans; and they scratch 
pretty nearly as far under the surface. No wonder that mines are abandoned as soon 
as a little water makes its appearance. It remains, p most other gigantic things, 
for the English to perform; and I am fully persuade that your countrymen will soon 
be “up and doing.” Ofcourse, in these letters I have not attempted to give you any- 
thing like a systematic account of the mineralogy of the Black Forest. I have only 
jotted down such bits of information as I thought suited to the state of mind you are 
now in with regard tosuch products. Iam, of course, collecting some hundred weights 
of specimens—all of these shall be at your service on my return to England; in the 
mean time I will not fail to write you occasionally upon other points of the same subject.

CALIFORNIAN Quartz Minrno.—In connection with this subject, which 
at the present time is exciting so much attention, reference may be made to a well- 
written letter from a correspondent in Grass Valley, California, inserted in the Vew 
York Times, After alluding to the distrust that prevails in some quarters as to the 
profits of quartz mining, the writer proceeds to take a review of the results that have 
attended the working of the quartz mills in the locality in question, which is ren- 
dered the more interesting to the English public from its — the seat of operations 
of the Anglo-Californian and West Mariposa Companies. The amount of precious 
metal taken out by these mills weekly, he states is ‘almost incredible, as an 
instance, he mentions the result of about 30 hours’ crushing of one of them, which he 
witnessed personally. From the washing of 42 tons of rock, crushed in the above- 
mentioned time, he saw taken out 35 Ibs. of amalgam, which yielded, upon being re- 
torted, the sum of § 3300 (about 660/. sterling), or nearly § 80 (16/.) per ton, being at 
the rate of § 42 for every hour during which the mill was at work. ‘The writer fur- 
ther states that this result is of such common occurrence as to excite little more than 
a passing remark. This mill is described as the most efficiently conducted in the 
state, and is stated to have crushed upwards of 60 tons in 24 hours ; but it appears to 
be far from forming a solitary instance of success, as another mill in the neighbour- 
hood is stated to have yielded some $12,000 for two weeks’ crushing. The Lafayette 
Ledge in this locality has been purchased by two enterprising individuals for $ 100,000, 
and is yielding copiously.

Men of capital will be- 

come convinced, and the riches of our mountains will be developed.” 

The New York Enquirer contains the following paragraph in its Californian news : 

—* A discovery has been made of gold mines in the province of Chiriqui, about 300 

miles from Panama. In the time of the Spaniards, it is said, these mines were as 

productive as any in South America, and that a city of 40,000 inhabitants existed 

there, solely dependent on the gold produce for subsistence.”

Gas Rerorrs.—Mr. John Swarbrick, of Blackburn, has patented the 
following method of manufacturing retorts, for gas and other purposes :—The inven- 
tor takes clay, as dug from the pit, and ifit contains coal or other refuse, burns it until 
the coal is reduced to ashes; or if no coal exists in the clay, then he mixes ashes with 
it, or other varieties of clay, until a suitable material for his purpose is obtained. 
He then grinds this with just sufficient water to produce a stiff doughy mass, instead 
of adding as large a proportion as usual. Having taken a mould of the size required 
= it is prefered that the moulds should be used in sections 2 to 3 ft. long, with 

anges for uniting them with each other), and placed it in an upright position, he in- 
troduces a core-bar into it, which he wedges firmly into the centre ; he then rams the 
stiff clay into the space between the mould and core, and withdrawing the wedges, fills 
also the space occupied by them with the clay. The core-bar is then raised bya lever 
or screw, enother section of mold joined to the first, the wedges replaced, and the 
operation of ramming in clay repeated until the required length of retort is produced. 
Retorts formed in this manner are dry enough to be at once removed to the oven, and 
when baked will be found to be free from cracks or fissures. 


Manvuracture or Gas.—Mr. George R. Booth, of Wandsworth, has 
patented some improvements in the production of gas, which consist in manufac- 
turiug vegetable gas from seeds, leaves, fruit, and stems of plants, instead of employ- 
ing the oils, gums, or resins obtained therefrom in such process. Any seeds, or parts 
of plants, capable of yielding oils or gums from which gas may be produced, may 
used in this manner, and the form of apparatus or retort employed may be very much 
varied; the patentee prefers, however, to project the oily seeds on toa highly heated 
surface, as being in practice an effectual mode of working, and enabling the gas to be 
made in small quantities, as required for use. A portion of oil will be found to be 
condensed in the pipes leading from the retort, which may be economically employed 
in the generation of gas. 

INFRINGEMENT OF Patent,—In the Court of Exchequer, yesterday, an 
action was brought by Mr. Charles Tetley, of Bradford, against Messrs. Easton and 
Amos, of Southwark, engineers, for the infringement of a patent which he had ob- 
tained in February, 1846, for improvements in machinery for raising and impelling 
water and other liquids, and which was applicable to the drainage of land, the empty- 
ing of coffer-dams, and such purposes. It appeared that a similar machine was placed 
in the Great Exhibition of 1851, bya Mr. Appold, for whom the defendants manufac- 
tured it, and for which a gold medal was awarded to Mr. Appold. The plaintiff had 
allowed this invention, for which he held a patent, to lie dormant until that period, 
when he claimed Mr. Appold’s machine as his discovery, and brought the present 
action to establish his alleged right. The plaintiff's machine had, on one occasion, 
emptied 3000 gals. of water per minute out ofa coffer-dam, and had been otherwise tested.

We have for the last several weeks laid before our readers some of the 
quasi fiscal burdens peculiar to mining. The subject may, however, be 
more clearly comprehended by the following short summary :— 

1st. The Crown claims to haye, and exercises the prerogative of mines 
voyal—that is, the right to all mines of gold and silver in this realm or its 


colonies, notwithstanding such mines may be found by subjects in their 
seiveie lands, in which the Crown does not pretend to have (except by 
the above prerogative) the slightest scintil/a of interest. So that any mine 

ich, caalictanately for its discoyerer, turns out to be a gold or silver 
mine, notwithstanding it may-have been discovered at great expense, and 
after infinite labour, belongago the Crown, by virtue of its prerogative of 
mines royal. . 

The Seep ihe claims, ag necessary and incident to the above preroga- 
tive, the right of entry upon such private lands to search for suspecte 
mines ro This right has always been hitherto most oppressively exer- 
cised by the Crown, inasmuch as it has refused to pay for the damage to the 
surface occasioned by the search. At this day, however, one can scarcely 
imagine that the Crown would improperly or harshly exercise a privilege, 
ig itself so iniquitous and unjust. E 

2d. The Crown has the right of pre-emption of all gold and silver pro- 
duced in this realm, or its colonies, whether by quartz crushing Lape 
refining, scientific chemical analysis, or in any other manner. This right 
of pre-emption extends also to the ores of those metals; which the miners 
are, by statute, obliged, from time to time, to produce at the Royal Mint, 
under in of being guilty of a high misdemeanor. 

3d. The Crown has also the right of pre-emption of the ores of the fol- 
lowing base metals, at the stated prices :—For all ore washed, made clean, 
and merchantable, wherein is copper, at the rate of 167. per ton; ditto tin, 
at. 403. per ton; ditto iron, at 40s. per ton ; ditto dead, at 9/. per ton, since 
raised by statute to 252. per ton. ising 

It must be admitted, that of late the Crown has not shown any disposi- 
tion to harass miners in respect of any of the above privileges ; indeed, so 
supine is it, that the Crown derives little or no revenue therefrom. In- 
stead, however, of this being an argument for the continuance of the privi- 
leges, it, in trath, is the best reason why they should be abolished. No 

bt can possibly exist but that the mining interest would be successful 
in an application to the Crown for that purpose, if it were generally sup- 
ported, and the. matter concurrently brought before the Houses of Parlia- 
ment by petition ; also the CuanceLtor of the ExcuEquszr might be com- 
with upon the subject ; gs, in all probability, Government would 
favourably consider any proper suggestion made by so influential 2 body 
as the mining interest,—an interest which yearly enriches the nation to 
the amount of ney tg ae ha besides causing the employment of ca- 
i i extraction and application of their minerals to a 
larger sum.

LECTURE ON COAL GAS. 

We were invited, a few evenings since, to the British School-Rooms, Oakley- 
terrace, Old Kent-road, to hear a very interesting and instructive lecture, by Mr. N. 
Defries, the well-known gas engineer, upon coal gas, its properties, and mode of 
afanufacture, application to the: purposes of light and heat, to cooking, to heating 
-baths, and to that beautiful and well known invention the ‘‘ Polytechnic Fire.” The 
Jecture was in aid of the funds of this excellent school, and was attended by about 
500'persons, Mr. Defries, in addressing the meeting, stated that he was fully aware 
of‘the importance of the subject upon which he was about to : Independently 
of that, he laboured under one great difficulty, in the fact that nearly all the apparatus 
before him was of his own invention. He would except the Polytechnic Fire, which 
‘was’ the joint invention of Prof. Bachhoffner, and himself ; but as regarded the sub- 
ject before them, it was an unquestionable and acknowledged fact, that for all pur- 
poses of light and heat, coal gas was the cheapest, the best, and safest means that 
could be used. It was the best, because nothing could equal itin brillancy, and ease 
of application ; it was the safest, because even those sceptical bodies, the fire insurance 
companies, never rated it as hazardous; and it was the cheapest, because, for the 
sake of example, the burner he was about to exhibit consumed only about 4}¢ ft. of 
gs per hour, costing in consumption less than 1¢d., and giving the light of 14 candles. 

ith respect to its safety, he begged to inform them that no fire ever occurred ¢xcept 
through the grossest negligence, and even these cases he was happy to say were of 
very rare occurrence ; while on the score of economy, the burner before them, com- 
monly called Leslie’s burner, produced the unquestionable result to which he had 
just alluded. The beauty and advantage of this burner were warmly acknowledged 
by the meeting. 

The lecturer advised them to be very particular as to what glasses they used, and 
begged them to observe that with the short glass then upon the burner a light was 
produced equal in intensity to 14 standard candles, at the cost before{stated, while by 
changing the glass for one of double the length, the flame was deprived of one-half its 

wer, and the consumption materially increased. This proved the fallacy of using 

ong glasses. He alluded to the burners then in use in the room, and said that with- 
out apy glasses they were consuming an immense amount of gas in absolute waste ; 
and advised the use of appropriate glasses, as the means of saving one-half the present 
peed pees Leslie’s burner, with a properly selected glass, was unquestionably the best 
and most economical that had come under his notice. With respect to the general 
question of gas lighting, he hoped the time was not far distant when gas would be 
used for all pw off lighting and heating in every house thro ut not only this 
great metropolis, but the kingdom itself. Why not imitate Scotland—that iand of 
economy and usefulness? When at Glasgow, not long since, he received an invitation 
from the engineer of Borrowtowness to visit his works, and was informed that se- 
veral hundreds of his dry meters would be required. A short, but rapid, journey in 
ape chaise brought him to the little town ; and he was astounded to find that a few 
utes’ drive took him from one end of it to the other. Believing that he had been 
hoaxed, he directed the postillion to drive to the Gas-Works, and he there found a so- 
lution to the problem. The engineer received him with great urbanity, and invited 
him fo take some whiskey toddy, which he indignantly refused, and inquired where 
beg several hundred meters would be used, when he saw only four or five shops 
in the town. 

It was then explained to him that there were only a few “self-contained houses” 
in the village, and nearly all the —- were divided into flats or floors, and each 
flat had its gas, and required a meter. The self-contained house is one occupied by 
an individual family alone, while a flat is part of a house, and most houses held under 
this egw 14 or 15 different tenants. Looking to the immense utility of gas, he 
thought that we weré the flats for not wo ee extensively in the footsteps of 
our far-seeing neighbours in the North. (Much cheering and laughter.) Scotland 
had no tallow-chandlers ; gas waseverywhere andeyerything. As regarded the gene- 
ral question of gas, hie was happy to say that, although so much cheaper, its quality was 
mu ieipecvel, Bor there were yet two or three companies in London who were more 
of eoke merchants than gas generators. He considered if the gas Gompanies obtained 
8500 feet from 1 ton of coals they ought to be contented, as they would then have gas 
of the specific eu of 450. He regretted to say that he*had some of the gas 
manufactured in London, the specific gravity of which was only about 360 or 370 ; this 
varying bey after night, an as a matter of course, the — ic not being aware of 
it, and not knowing how the matter, had their gas from these particular com- 

ies, being naturally dissatisfied, did not aid the spread of lighting. The 
ing charged with sulphuretted hydrogen and amnionia, was injurious to 
health, house, furniture, and fittings. He had tested by his photometer the qualities 
of all gases, and while one would produce a given quantity of light equal to 14 candles, 
others-were not above 11. Asa proof of the loss and injury to the consumer, he was 
apprehensive that, while 1000 ft. of the good gas were consumed, 1500 ft. of the lighter 
sort would be re: red on the meter, as light gas passed more rapidiy through the 
burner, and gave less illuminating power. 

He found fault with many of the provincial companies, and stated that if they did 
not manufacture better gas he shi be compelled to erect opposition gas works, as 
he had done before. He would now call their attention to the mode of manufacturing 
gas, There was a bed of five retorts, with five ascension pipes, a saddle and dip pipe 
in the hydraulic main ; 500 retorts might be used at the same time, as while one was 
being charged another might bedrawn. Into these retorts the coal was placed. The 
dip pipe was to seal the gas, so that it should not return to the retort while the latter 
was 




































The furnace beneath the retort was for the purpose of 
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such a fire as an Englishman would feel at home with. Its great quality was, that 
in a second it assumed its glo appearance, would continue the same for an inde-
